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Manafort Keeps 
Hamptons Mansion After Pardon

federal judge ruled Paul Manafort, former 

President Donald Trump’s campaign chairman 
who was convicted in 2019 of tax evasion and bank 
fraud charges, can keep his $7.3 million Water Mill 
mansion after Trump pardoned him. 

U.S. District Court Judge Amy Berman Jackson’s 
order on February 26 in Manhattan federal court 
came at the request of prosecutors, who determined 
the pardon negated authorities’ forfeiture proceed- 
ings against Manafort. 

“In light of the pardon of the Defendant, Paul J. 
Manafort Jr., the United States of America, by and 
through its undersigned counsel, respectfully moves 
the court to dismiss all remaining assets for which 


no final order of forfei- 
ture has been entered 
in these proceedings,” 
prosecutors said in court documents. - 

Manafort was convicted and sentenced to 7 1/2 
years in prison as part of the federal investigation 
into Russian interference in the 2016 presidential 
election. Trump pardoned Manafort on December 
23, less than a month before leaving office and seven 
months after Manafort was released to home con- 
finement due to coronavirus concerns. Besides the 
Hamptons mansion, prosecutors also dropped their 
bid to seize Manafort’s properties in Brooklyn and 
Manhattan as well as funds in his bank account. 

Built in 2001 on 2.37 acres on Jobs Lane in the 
Bridgehampton School District, the 10-bedroom,

6-bathroom home has 5,696-square-feet of living 
space spread across two stories. Outside, it has a ten- 
nis court, pool, spa, pool house, half court, formal 
gardens and a putting green. 
Manafort, 70, who worked on Trump’s White 
House campaign for five months in 2016, was among 
the first in Trump’s inner circle to face charges in the 
Russia probe. In 2018, Trump called him a “brave 
man” for not cooperating with federal authorities. 
Last month, New York State’s highest court re- 
jected the Manhattan district attorney's effort to 
prosecute Manafort on state fraud charges after the 
court ruled the case violated state double jeopardy 
laws, or trying someone twice for the same conduct.

tinue to feel the effects of the virus,” 
Riverhead Town Supervisor Yvette 
Aguiar said. “This memorial will 
remind our residents they are not 
alone. We stand with them, and sup- 
port them during their time of grief 
and recovery.” 

Suffolk had 153,316 cases of the vi- 
rus and 3,095 county residents suc- 


cumbed to the disease as of March 
1, according to state Department of 
Health data. Of those, there were 
3,029 cases in Riverhead, according 
to Suffolk. The county confirmed its 
first case on March 7, 2020. 

The tree was donated by Case’s 
Creek Nursery and Masonry and the 
monument was donated by Rothwell 
Monuments.

East End Politicians Respond 
to Cuomo Scandals

S everal East End and the Suffolk County Demo- 
cratic Committee chairman are speaking out 
amid allegations that Gov. Andrew Cuomo made 
unwanted sexual advances toward women and ac- 
cusations that his office shielded data on COVID-19 
deaths of nursing home patients from the public 

While the nursing home accusations have been 
building up throughout the pandemic, the issue fi- 
nally exploded with New York State Attorney Gen- 
eral Letitia James’ recent report suggesting the 
statewide nursing home death toll may have been 
undercounted by about 50%. And within the past 
week, two former aides to Cuomo, Lindsey Boylan 
and Charlotte Bennett, as well as a former acquain- 
tance at a wedding in 2019, Anna Ruch, all came out 
with stories describing unwanted sexual advances 
they said were made by Cuomo. 

“There is never a time for party politics when it 
comes to allegations of sexual harassment and this 
investigation must be thorough, unbiased, and com- 
plete,” said Suffolk Democratic Committee Chair- 
man Rich Schaffer. “Sexual harassment is always 
wrong and it is a crime.” 

“Every individual should feel safe [and] comfort- 
able in the workplace,” Assemblywoman Jodi Giglio 
(R-Riverhead) said, calling the accusations disturb- 
ing. “At a minimum, an independent investigation 


should be conducted immediately.” 

State Sen. Anthony Palumbo (R-New Suffolk) also 
spoke out in support of an independent investigation 
of both the sexual misconduct and nursing home 
death allegations. 

“We have already seen enough corroboration to 
warrant a thorough investigation,” Palumbo said. 
“I applaud the actions of [James] and agree that an 
independent investigator who is beyond reproach 
must conduct the investigation.” 

Others on the East End are not only supporting 
an independent investigation but also calling on the 
governor to resign, including U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin 
(R-Shirley). 

“Andrew Cuomo has abused the powers given to 
him by the people of NY [and] disgraced the gover- 
nor’s office,” Zeldin said. “It’s time to take back that 
power, it’s time to save our state [and] it’s up to every 
New Yorker to hold him accountable.” 

Assemblyman Fred Thiele (I-Sag Harbor) has yet 
to comment on the sexual misconduct allegations 
against Cuomo, but has said he supports an investi- 
gation of the governor's office’s handling of nursing 
home death data. 

“I support such an investigation by any and all 
agencies, both state and federal, who have jurisdic- 
tion, including the State Legislature as it performs 
its critical oversight function,” Thiele said. “Let the 
chips fall where they may.”

Our Electric Company is 
Making to All it’s Customers

' é esterday, I got the usu- 
al recorded message 


‘from PSEG Long Island, 
our electric company. The 
phone rings. A storm is ap- 
proaching, they tell me. And it 
is the strangest piece of reverse ad- 
vertising ever. Perhaps you get called 
too. 

“Heavy winds and rain are expected 
in the next few days in our area,” it 
says. “We know how important this is. 
Our emergency plans have been acti- 
vated. Our crews are standing by. Ad- 
ditional personnel have arrived. And 
we are taking steps to see to it that if 
the lines are downed and the power 
goes out we get it back up just as soon 
as possible.” 

I may not have this message exactly 
right. The recorded voice, a male, 
speaks pretty fast and it is hard to 
catch, but you get the idea. The man 
finishes, then hangs up. No further 
information is offered, and there’s no 
way for you to say anything. 

Yes, PSEG is doing robocalls. And 
yes, often the storm misses. Or it’s a 
springtime drizzle, or a winter plop. 
Big soft snowflakes putting you in 
mind to take the kids sledding. 

The thing that’s so odd about this 
message — and we never used to get 
this sort of thing in the old days — is 
that PSEG is spending our money, 
good money, to plead with us not to 
beat up on them if the power goes out. 

It’s like “Thanks for buying your new 
car from Speedway Motors. We know 
the right front wheel flew off the last 
one we sold you, but rest assured we 
have activated our emergency plans, 
our repair crews are standing by, and 
additional personnel have been alert- 
ed so if it does happen again, we will 
have it fixed in jiffy time.” 
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Keep in mind, since PSEG was hired 
to handle our electricity to replace 
their incompetent predecessors, our 
electric rates have gone up substan- 
tially to cover all the beefing up PSEG 
said they had to do to fix the mess they 


found on the telephone poles when 


they took over. 

Hey, you fixed this. Remember? 

In the old days, when I got to the 
Hamptons more than a half-century 
ago, lots of storms came through too. 
And we just lived with it. Hearing 
about it, we’d put plywood on all the 
sliders, close the shutters, stock up. 
And there were people around who 
remembered the Hurricane of ’38 
which downed trees, destroyed build- 
ings, sent all of Napeague under water 
and tossed cars and boats everywhere.

There was one 
special groundhog who reported six 
weeks of winter if he saw his shadow. 

Today is very different. We have 
groundhogs all over the place avail- 
able instantly on social media on that 
special day reporting more winter or 
spring is here in equal measure. 

And we have the weather service 
which, using satellites circling the 
Earth predicts how many hurricanes 
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we will get in the upcoming season. 
It’s based on the amount it rains in Af- 
rica, the temperature of the ocean, the 
behavior of El Nifio off San Diego and 
what these highly paid meteorologists 
had for breakfast, whatever that was. 
But have you noticed? We haven't 
had a big hurricane in years here. The 
ones that used to come charging up the 
Atlantic Coast to bash us now either 
veer off into the wilds of the Atlantic 
Ocean or go rattling around in the 
Gulf of Mexico with the protuberance 
of Florida blocking their ability to get 
to the Hamptons. Is this a permanent 
shift? A gift from global warming? 
Uh-oh. Maybe I shouldn’t have said 
anything about that.

Is the “New Normal” Actually Normal Yet?

i n March of 2020, New Yorkers 
and countless others around the 
world collectively removed the word 
“normal” from their vocabularies, as 
it seemed the term might never ring 
true again. As our time quarantined, 
masked and socially distanced grew 
longer, an increasing number of head- 
lines claimed that we were beginning 
to grow comfortable in our “new nor- 
mal” full of virtual classrooms, Zoom 
parties and designer face masks. But 
can this COVID-era reality ever truly 
be accepted as normal? (And should 
it?) On the anniversary of COVID-19 
hitting New York, we asked East End 
community leaders in hospitality, edu- 
cation and the arts to recall what their 
last “normal” activity was before the 
March 2020 shutdown and whether its 


“new normal” replacement actually 
feels normal yet. 


“Literally, the last week before shut- 
down, I was in the city for The New 
Group Theater Gala, honoring one of 
our WHBPAC (Westhampton Beach 
Performing Arts Center) board mem- 
bers. I still remember it was unseason- 
ably warm walking through NYC up 
to the event space. Hugging familiar 
faces, hearing live music, enjoying the 
food, celebrating live theater—I could 
not have grasped then how much life 
would change, seemingly overnight. 

“Now we celebrate on Zoom. I just 
had my baby shower on Zoom, and 
while we made the best of it and it was 
great to ‘see’ everyone, no, it’s still not 
normal. I miss hugging the people I 
care about, being near to them. And in 
terms of live theater, here at WHBPAC, 


we just livestreamed our Arts Acad- 
emy performances. Kids and teens in 
masks, performing to an empty house, 
their parents watching at home—no, 
not normal. But it has been so good 
for our young people to be able to keep 
performing, and it makes certain that 
we will never take live performance 
for granted again. No amount of tech- 
nology can replace the conversation 
between artist and audience!”

“On March 9, 2020, I was physically 
teaching in the classroom which would 
be the last day before the college shut- 
down. I missed the interaction and en- 
gagement of being with my students. 

“A year later, I’m still teaching and

parents, I had to pivot to the digital 
platforms. In some ways, I think tele- 
education will unfortunately be a part 
of our ‘new normal.’ This ‘new normal’ 
is awkward and unforgiving; it has 
problems and doesn’t serve all well or 
equally. Yet, I remain hopeful that we 
will overcome, just as we have many 
societal ills.”

“One of the last ‘normal’ activities 
I recall doing before COVID struck 
to shut things down was being in re- 
hearsal with actors and dancers in a 
shared space, making work to go be- 
fore an audience. This has morphed 
into virtual meetings and rehearsals, 
performances and conversations and, 
occasionally, an outdoor, distanced 
and masked work session. This feels 
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anything but ‘normal’—a word that, 
I feel, puts us to sleep—when theater 
making in this way. Theater folks are 
huggers, playful people, physically 
free and unfettered as a practice. So 
to not be able to touch, to move closely 
together, to yell, sing and breathe into 
the space between us, makes for a re- 
pressed and sad emotionality, which is 


hardly helpful to a craft where levity, . 
joy and freedom are guiding forces for ~ 


the art making. 

“But all of this should not take away 
from the intense, imperative and 
striking learning at work here. A re- 
quirement for being a theater maker 
is flexibility, studying of our human 
reactions, emotions and honoring

Cc oping with the loss of a loved one 
can be challenging in the best of 
times, but many people have had to 
confront such challenges at a time that 
is unlike any other in modern history. 

By March 2, the World Health Or- 
ganization reported that roughly 
2,531,542 people across the globe had 
died from the novel coronavirus CO- 
VID-19. Many of the 215 countries, 
areas or territories that reported cases 
of COVID-19 implemented social 
distancing measures in an effort to 
reduce the spread of the virus. While 
such efforts no doubt saved lives, they 
have also left many people without 
traditional means of grieving their 
deceased loved ones. For example, in 
March 2020 the Church of England 
limited the number of people who 
could attend funerals to immediate 
family members only, while restric- 
tions on gatherings in the United 
States made it difficult if not impos- 
sible for more than 10 people to grieve 
together in person, although many 
states have since loosened such re- 
strictions.

“Families were unable to realize the 
funeral services that they were able to 
have months ago, years ago,” says Wil- 
liam Villanova, president of Dignity 
Memorial.

It’s hard to pro- 
vide comfort under those restrictions.” 

The U.S. Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention notes that grief

Though traditional funerals and 
family gatherings may not be possible 
as the world responds to the pandem- 
ic, those who have lost loved ones can 
embrace various strategies to cope 
with their loss even while stay-at- 
home orders are in place. 


HOST CALLS WITH LOVED 
ONES 

The videotelephone and chat service 
Zoom has helped millions of people 
stay connected with loved ones while 
social distancing. Schools and uni- 
versities even employed the service 
when in-person classroom sessions 
were canceled to stop the spread of 


the virus. The CDC recommends 
that grieving families em- 
ploy such technology to _ con- 


nect with each other after a loved 
one’s death. 
SHARE STORIES 

Grieving family members are urged 
to share stories and pictures much as 
they would during wakes and funer- 
als. Share them during group confer- 
ence calls and/or via social media, 
emails, or other modern modes of 
communications. Connecting in such 
ways can ensure no one is forced to 
grieve alone. 


SEEK COMMUNITY SUPPORT 

The CDC recommends seeking sup- 
port from faith-based organizations 
or other trusted community leaders 
and friends. While in-person church 
services may not be available, many lo- 
cal religious leaders have made them- 


selves available to congregants and even 
non-congregants who may need help 
grieving. Local community organiza- 
tions may have grief counselors available 
to help people cope with loss. 


ACTIVELY REMEMBER 

Take part in an activity that meant 
something to you and your deceased 
loved one. The CDC notes that doing 
something in memory of a loved one can 
help people cope. For example, plant 
flowers in honor of a deceased parent 
with whom you shared a love of garden- 
ing. 

Confronting the loss of a loved 
one during the COVID-19 pandem- 
ic can be challenging. But families 
can still overcome this challenge 
even if they cannot gather together 
in person.

Ve few people want to talk 
about—let alone deal—with 


death. Dr. Rina Meyer, MD, a physi- 
cian on the pediatric palliative care 
team at Stony Brook Medicine, and 
Nicole LaMariana, LCSW, of East 
End Hospice, have worked together 
to make end-of-life care special and 
comforting to patients for years. La- 
Mariana, whose father died when she 
was 18, was inspired to help others 
cope with death, as was Dr. Meyer, 
whose work in pediatric oncology 
made her want to make the transition 
to end-of-life care for patients easier. 
The two remarkable women sat down 
for a frank, honest and insightful 
talk about just what end-of-life care 
means. 


Dr. Meyer: One thing I was think- 
ing would be interesting is that when 
people hear palliative care, usually the 
first thing they actually think about 
is hospice or like the very end of life.. 
So I thought it might be interesting if 
we talked about what palliative care 
actually is and how it’s different than 
hospice. 

LaMariana: Yeah, I think that’s 
really important. The best way I usu- 
ally start to think of it is, it’s very ap- 
propriate to have the palliative care 
diagnosis at day one of diagnosis of 
serious illness and it’s not to say that 
that means that we don't have hope

that you can be cured or that this isn’t 
going to go well, but it’s really just 


saying, “We acknowledge that this is 


going to be a really hard time in a lot 
of different ways and you might expe- 
rience pain and symptoms physically 
or emotionally, spiritually, financially, 
so here’s this extra layer of support, 
regardless of how good or bad it goes.” 
So when we tend to start to bring on 
palliative care, I think because there’s 
such a reservation for physicians or 
healthcare professionals to bring it 
up and I think there’s the thought of, 
“Well, if I bring this up, I don’t want 
the family or the patient to feel like I 
don’t have faith that they’re gonna do 
well or that I think they're going to 
die or that I don’t have hope in them.” 
So I think we bring in palliative care 
to the discussion when typically, pal- 
liative care could have been following 
and working collaboratively with the 
treatment team really in just being a 
consistent face for the families ‘cause 
so often the family goes into the hos- 
pital and they get admitted for half a 
dozen times and each time there’s a 
different physician on service and dif- 
ferent residents and youre there in a 
different room and everything’s very 
unsettling. Most cases of palliative 
care team in a hospital setting works 
as a consulting team so that’s one face 
and one person that knows your story 
every time you come in and can work 
together with the team.

Dr. Meyer: I sometimes say to 
families, “we're kind of the big picture 
doctors so I don’t get to manage your 
ventilator or the specifics of your che- 
motherapy or whether or not you're 
gonna get a transfusion today but 
I get to kind of sit with you and help 
you look at the big picture and what’s 
important and are we managing your 
symptoms well enough.” 


Dr. Meyer: You and I always joke 
about how people say to us “Oh my 
God! I can’t believe you can do this, 
isn’t it so depressing?” 

LaMariana: Yes. Oh my God, yes. 
It’s so funny that you say that because 
I have a cookie-cutter response that I 
typically give everyone, it’s some ver- 
sion of — and because it’s uncomfort- 
able, you don’t want to receive that and 
just say like, “Oh, thank you.”

ing hard and making a difference in 
something rewarding. So it happens 
to be something that people don’t like 
to talk about but for me, I’m usually 
like... I think the same thing about ac- 
countants. I just imagine sitting ata 
computer... I don’t even know what an 
accountant does, but this is my brain, 
where someone is sitting on a comput- 
er and just working with numbers all 
day. I’m like “That sounds like heroic 
work to me because I can never do it. 
That sounds really hard and challeng- 
ing.” And typically, I think the hardest 
part of... At least for me in my day-to- 
day work is trying to face all the bar- 
riers and challenges that come along 
with talking about what we're doing. 
Ironically, like trying to answer that 
question. [chuckle] What do you usu- 
ally say? 

Dr. Meyer: So usually I mean, for 
the oncology piece, I talk about that 
kids are really resilient in the most 
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part, they do well but for the palliative 
care piece, I say something similar to 
what you say, which is like... It’s really 
rewarding and in the situation where 
you feel like, look as physicians, we're 

ught our job is-to cure illness and 
whe you can’t, it kind of flies in the 
face of everything that you've been 
told about what your role is. 


Dr. Meyer and LaMariana discuss 
a memorable patient experience. 

LaMariana: We had this one man 
when I worked at Stony Brook. He was 
36 years old and he had metastatic 
colorectal cancer, and he became best 
friends with the surgeon, and I re- 
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member the surgeon really struggling 
to have the conversation like, there’s 
nothing more I can offer you, but that’s 
where we go wrong. Youre changing 
what there is to offer, and you need to 
understand what the patient’s expec- 
tations are, you just need to have the 
conversation. So I think in that mo- 
ment, that’s when he consults in pal- 
liative care. That patient, all he wanted 
to do, but he was just scared to say it, 
was bring his daughter to Disney. So 
we ended up getting him to Disney. 
And he just was like a different person 
when he came back and he just had... 
He was the one after that to bring up 
the conversation about how he wasn’t 
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doing well. Before that, he was so re- 
sistant to talking about it because he 
didn’t want to address it. He wasn’t, he 
just absolutely wasn’t okay with it, and 
it’s not to say he was okay with that af- 
ter he came back, but all he wanted... 
He was focused on for so long was, 
“I’m not gonna get to do this with my 
daughter,” and then he did and then he 
just opened up to say, “Alright, well, 
what's the plan? Are you going to cure 
this? I don’t think you are. What are 
we doing?” It was just... I still have a 
picture of him and his daughter at Dis- 
ney on my desk. 

Dr. Meyer: I remember you talk- 
ing about that case, and I remember 
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thinking how incredible it was. And I 
think I find this all the time that the 
patients and families are brave, and 
sometimes they’re brave even when 
the healthcare team is not being as 
brave. So sometimes the families say 
to you like, “Look, Doc, give it to me 
straight, you gonna tell me what’s go- 
ing on here?” Or, “Don’t sugarcoat it 
for me, I wanna talk about this.” Or... 
And I think to be able to meet them 
in that space is even though it’s heart- 
breaking sometimes, it’s such a gift.

Nine-year-old Joey was asked by his mother what he 
had learned in religious school. “Well, Mom, our teacher 
told us how God sent Moses behind enemy lines on a res- 
cue mission to lead the Israelite people out of Egypt,” he 
said.

The Bible overflows with fantastical stories that spark modern readers like Joey 
to ask, “Is this true?” The modern mind is conditioned to view the Bible through a 
historical lens. After all, history is an elemental part of any school curriculum, and 
the news media reports the facts—at least some of the time. The biblical mind, on 
the other hand, cares little for history. In fact, there is no word in biblical Hebrew 
for either “history” or “fact.” Instead, our sacred literature lends itself best to a 
faith-based perspective. This is not to say that we should simply have faith and be- 
lieve whatever the Bible says. Truth matters, but spirituality and faith aren’t about 
the quest for truth; they are the search for meaning. Biblical narratives are true-to- 
life in that they reflect the timeless challenges, struggles and experiences of every 
generation. Yet the Bible isn’t really a part of a historical genre. 

The world has become dangerously engrossed in post-truth paradigms that em- 
phasize “shades of truth,” “soft truths,” “truthful hyperbole” and “alternative facts,” 
but faith is different. Truth still matters to people of faith. They are just able to see 
the world with an additional overlay of spirituality. The next time someone asks 
you, “Did the Bible really happen?” I encourage you to reframe the question. It’s 
not about whether or not the stories happened but about what these ancient tomes 
teach us about ourselves and the virtues of a meaningful life.

For me, one of the most troubling soundbites of 

the last few years is the notion that we are living 

in a “post-truth” age. From our civic leaders to

as the center of the universe, it is easier for me to live in an echo cham- 
ber, revise the facts and avoid the difficult and fruitful work of com- 
promise, honest discussion, agreeing to disagree and finding common 
ground. 

Today, we are in desperate need of a renewed commitment to the 
truth. Honesty, sincerity and love bring people closer together. Decep- 
tion, flattery and duplicity sink us into isolation. Allowing ourselves 
to believe in and convey the truth will bring both personal and com- 
munal healing.

Representational, Best Photograph, 
Best Work on Paper, Best Sculpture, 
Best Mixed Media, Catherine and 
Theo Hios Best Landscape Award, 
Best New Artist and various Honor- 
able Mentions. The Top Honors win- 
ner is also awarded a solo exhibition in 
the Museum at a later date.

in color palette selections as you see 
in this reverent lion figure. Once fin- 
ished, I felt that his eyes made me 
feel stripped of any superficiality and 
gazed right into my being, hence the 
title “Soul Seeker.” 


Talk about your art style. 

I call myself an “Artivist,” combin- 
ing art with activism, a conservation- 
focused mission. My contemporary 
style walks the bridge between real- 
ism and expressionism and is centered 
around powerful and emotional color 
combinations that work to manifest 
a high impact response to the endan- 
gered and regional wildlife I paint. By 
employing secondary and tertiary col- 
ors and visible brushwork, it makes for 
a hyperreal effect. 


Tell us about your artistic 
process. 

In choosing a subject matter and 
concept, I run my fingers through 
countless scenarios until I find a com- 
bination that really excites me. Then I 
know, it is worth painting. Sometimes 
I doa small study sketch, then grid the 
canvas if it’s a more complicated piece, 
and other times, I just hand sketch 
directly onto canvas. Next is mak- 
ing up the palette and carefully pre- 
mixing the hues, Then I like to put a 
wash down to get rid of any white that 
might show through on the finished 
product. After that, the gloves are off, 
using darker colors and broad strokes 
at first, I paint wet on wet, overlay- 
ing unblended contrasting brushwork 
to create depth within a softened 
mosaic-like design. People often ask 


how I translate color 
from black and white 
images. I simply use 
tonality as a map for 
choosing color values. 


If you weren’t an 
artist what would 
you be doing? 

Being an artist re- 
ally derives from the 
fulcrum of creativity, 
which I think most 
people have the ca- 
pacity for. To envi- 
sion something that 
doesn’t yet exist and 
step into the flow of 
unfolding. With that 
said, I would probably be an architect 
or an interior designer or design and 
build furniture. I have so many inter- 
ests and areas that inspire me, it’s a bit 
of a mad disease. In my former career, 
I was an award winning singer/song- 
writer on many video game scores and 
collaborated with composers to create 
songs and soundscapes within story- 
driven games, such as Dragon Age: 
Origins, Dragon Age II, Lord of The 
Rings: Battle for Middle Earth and 
Devil May Cry 4 to name a handful. 


What inspires you the most? 
Enjoying and protecting animals 
and the wild beauty of the natural 
world. I also get inspired when I see 
people persevere and rise to their po- 
tential, it literally brings me to tears, 
you know, those goosebumps mo- 
ments. It energizes me for sure.

Where else can your work be 
seen? 

I feel lucky, in the five years I’ve 
worked as a full-time contemporary 
wildlife artist, my work has shown in 
galleries and art fairs in Jackson Hole, 
New York, Los Angeles, San Diego, 
and the Santa Ynez Valley. Currently, I 
am represented by Hannaford Studios 
(jenniferhannaford.com) in Port Jef- 
ferson, which is owned by acclaimed 
underwater figurative and _ finger 
painting artist Jennifer Hannaford, 
who is also a former forensic scientist. 
Not only am I incredibly honored to 
hang alongside such a wildly talented 
artist but she and I met in San Diego at 
the art walk where “Soul Seeker” was 
created, we were represented by the 
same gallery at the time. I love when 
things unfold organically. We have 
since become artistic cohorts and dear 
friends.

W ine is one of life’s best examples 
of “getting better with age,” and 
many connoisseurs invest in bottles 
years before ever intending to open 
them. While you wait for your per- 
sonal collection to mature for another 
few years, why not pop open a bottle 
that’s been aging gracefully in some- 
one else’s cellar? Here are 10 decade- 
old wines available now at Hamptons 
and North Fork wineries. 


Channing Daughters Winery’s 
2004 Pazzo 

Tasting notes from the winemaker: 
Pazzo is a fortified and maderized 
wine made from the Merlot grape 
that spent seven years in barrels. It 
pairs well with all the activities that 
come after the entrée—whether that 
is a cheese course, nuts or a dessert 
featuring chocolate or fruit. The wine 
was fermented dry, then fortified to 
18% alcohol with neutral grape spir- 
its, put in barrels and placed outside 
to maderize for five years. This means 
the wine was subjected to the ele- 
ments, both the heat of the summer 
and the cold of the winter. The Pazzo is 
filled with aromas and flavors of figs, 
caramel, orange peel, Christmas spic- 
es, raspberry liqueur, nuts and dried 
fruit. When the Merlot arrived for 
our rosato, we pressed and settled the 
juice and added a bit of that sweet mer- 
lot juice to give our Pazzo just a pinch 
of sweetness.

Susan L. Taylor: Because it’s 
needed, achievable and a moral re- 
sponsibility. I grew up in Harlem, 
working in my father’s clothing store. 
We moved to Queens when heroin 
chased away families that had the 
resources to move. My friends living 
in single-parent households were left 
behind. First, the parents’ lives were 
shattered by drugs that were dumped 
into vulnerable neighborhoods. Par- 
ents were incarcerated. Some died. 
Things fell apart, leaving children 
defenseless and vulnerable to the next 
wave of drugs to devastate Black com- 
munities—deadly crack cocaine.

These wounds are intergenerational, 
existing still in many minds, power- 
ing misconceptions that dehumanize 
Black people. They are the roots of 
the $23 billion gap in educating Black 
children, in denying Black people jobs, 
making our youth vulnerable to police 
shootings that go unpunished.

Anthony Scaramucci

nN nthony “The Mooch” Scaramucci 
is a Southampton homeowner. 
He’s famous for his 10 days as White 
House communications director in 
the early Trump administration. His 
political activism marked by contro- 
versy and contention has been spread 
over figures like Hillary Clinton, Jeb 
Bush, Obama, Romney, Walker and, of 
course, Trump. 

He relishes his many television ap- 
pearances like sport—perhaps analo- 
gous to a fencing duel! 

At age 57, there are many aspects 
and influences to “The Mooch.” His 
paternal grandparents immigrated 
from Italy. He grew up in a working- 
class family in Port Washington. 

“I was lucky to go to a great public 
school, Paul D. Schreiber High School, 
where I was elected student council 
president,” he says. “In school I was 
always a dreamer and a hard worker. 
I had a Newsday paper route when I 
was 11, which I built into a ‘big busi- 
ness’ for myself! My ambition was to 
be an entrepreneur. 

“Today, I do not believe every stu- 
dent should go to college,” he contin- 
ues. “The 1945-65 generation believed 
the college credential was needed. In 
today’s information age, I believe it is 
less important.” 

The second in his family to go to 
college, he earned a degree from Tufts 
University and his J.D. from Harvard

Law School. 

As he became an attorney with 
ambitions to build a major solo prac- 
tice, his $150,000 student loan debt 
persuaded him to work at Goldman, 
where he would earn $110,000 to 
start. 

On today’s student debt crisis, Scar- 
amucci says, “If the average American 
makes $50,000 a year, how can you 
spend $70,000 for college tuition? 
This isn’t sustainable and it is one of 
many reasons why people are opting 
not to attend college. On forgiveness of 
student loans, there needs to be a bal- 
anced, fair approach. How do you re- 
ward people who did not go to college? 
An earned income tax credit makes 
sense as opposed to loan forgiveness.” 

Scaramucci’s launch and success of 
SkyBridge Capital is widely known. 
The firm manages money for wealthy 
individuals in the hedge fund sector. 

“We act like the ‘chief investment 
officer’ for clients who want to have 
money in hedge funds,” he says. “They 
prefer not to do this themselves so 
they will engage SkyBridge.” 

In 2016 Scaramucci was ranked #85 
in Worth magazine's “The 100 Most 
Powerful People In Global Finance.” 
And Yahoo! named him “Wall Streeter 
of the Year.” 

He’s written three books about fi- 
nance and entrepreneurship. His take 
on the economy for the rest of 2021: 
“With the likelihood that by the end of 
this year we will be out from under the

pandemic—I am bullish on the stock 
market, a jobs recovery boom and the 
long-term future of the economy.” 

Beyond Scaramucci’s finance and 
political worlds, five years ago he 
launched The Hunt and Fish Club, a 
high-end midtown Manhattan steak/ 
seafood house. The restaurant has 
been closed due to the pandemic with 
plans to re-open later this year. 

“We enjoyed peak numbers,” he says. 
“This restaurant is fun and I make a 
little money, I have a lot of cli- 
ents where I could enter- 
tain them in a place that I 
owned. I host a large New 
Year’s Eve party and can 
walk my clients and 
friends to watch 
the ball drop!” 

New York City’s 
future? “I like 
Mayoral 
candidates An- 
drew Yang and Ray 
McGuire. They have 
to focus on cleaning 
NYC and making 
it safe. Without the 
right tax and eco-. 
nomic policies, peo- 
ple will leave and 
take jobs with them. 
As much as the pro-
